Studies  Preparatory  to  Entering 
Law  School 

The  Harvard  Law  School  Bulletin  of  December  1956 
is  a  most  interesting  number,  and  especially  so  to  the 
lawyer.  It  contains  an  article  by  Dean  Griswold  of  the 
Harvard  Law  School  relative  to  the  subjects  which  would 
be  most  useful  to  a  student  entering  the  law  school 
there.  Dean  Griswold  states  that  the  Committee  on 
Admissions  hesitates  to  recommend  any  particular 
course  to  undergraduates,  but  he  goes  so  far  as  to  make 
several  suggestions. 

First,  he  emphasizes  the  importance 
of  a  student's  acquiring  the  ability  to 
use  the  English  language.  He  notes 
that  he  often  finds  that  many  of  the 
students  are  unable  to  think  accurately 
because  they  cannot  express  themselves 
accurately.  He  further  states  that  in 
giving  up  classical  education  our  col- 
leges have  sacrificed  some  of  the  dis- 
cipline that  makes  for  precision  in 
the  choice  of  words. 

Secondly,  Dean  Griswold  suggests 
that  it  is  important  to  learn  some- 
thing of  the  history  of  our  civilization, 
and  this,  he  feels,  cannot  be  accom- 
plished by  merely  taking  courses  in  his- 
tory, but  by  the  additional  study  of 
English  literature   and   philosophy. 

Thirdly,  he  suggests  that  the  stu- 
dent of  the  law  should  have  some 
facility  to  deal  with  abstract  ideas, 
and  holds  that  courses  in  mathematics 
are  needed  to  develop  this.  As  a  fourth 
suggestion.  Dean  Griswold  states  that 
the  prospective  law  student  should 
have  some  conception  of  the  scientific 
method,  and  further  it  is  desirable 
that  the  student  know  something  about 
the  social  sciences. 

Another  article  in  the  same  issue  of  the  bulletin  is  by 
Professor  Harold  J.  Berman,  in  which  he  remarks  that 
there  has  been  much  talk  in  the  last  two  decades  of 
"integrating"  the  law  with  the  social  sciences,  but  we 
are  glad  to  see  that  the  gap  between  social  sciences  and 
legal  scholarship  is  as  great  as  it  was  30  years  ago. 
He  states  that  one  trouble  is  that  the  social  scientists 
do  not  know  enough  about  the  law  and  the  lawyers  do 
not  know  too  much  about  the  social  sciences.  The  author 
further  states  that  there  has  been  a  blurring  of  the 
specific  features  of  the  law  and  an  expanding  of  the 
law  into  broad  sociological  concepts  which  Mr.  C.  K. 
Allen  called  a  "megalomaniac  jurisprudence.'"  This 
blending  and    integration   of   the   law   with   the   social 
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sciences  has  been  strikingly  shown  by  recent  decisions 
of  the  Supreme  Court. 

Referring  again  to  what  subjects  students  should 
study  preparatory  to  entering  law  school,  the  gist  of  the 
matter  is  that  law  schools  can  do  better  with  students 
who  are  graduates  of  reputable  liberal  arts  colleges,  and 
they  would  prefer  that  the  student  not  concentrate  on 
such  subjects  as  business  administration,  accounting, 
journalism,  etc. 

We  are  reminded  in  reading  this  article  that  at  a 
meeting  of  the  American  Medical  Association  some 
years  ago,  the  same  position  was  taken 
with  regard  to  preparation  for  medical 
school,  namely,  that  they  would  prefer 
a  student  who  has  graduated  from  a 
liberal  arts  college  rather  than  one 
who  had  emphasized  subjects  which 
could  be  taught  in  the  medical  school.

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Dr.  John  Atkinson  Owen 


Dr.  John  Atkinson  Owen  of  the 
class  of  '99  died  on  January  23.  1957, 
following  a  long  illness.  Up  until  a 
short  time  before  his  death  he  had 
remained  at  his  home  in  Halifax 
County. 

Dr.   Owen  was  a  physician  of  fine 
ability  and  carried  on  the  practice  of 
his    profession    with    marked    success. 
His   home   was   in   Turbeville.    After 
graduating  from  Hampden-Sydney  he 
entered    the    University    of    Virginia 
School  of  Medicine  and  later  interned 
at  the  University  of  Virginia  Hospital. 
While    at    Hampden  -  Sydney    Dr. 
( )wen   was   a   member   of   Phi   Kappa 
Psi  fraternity,  which  no  longer  has  a 
chapter  here.    He  married  Miss  Mary 
Carrington,    who    for    a    number    of    years    resided    at 
Hampden-Sydney  with  her  mother,  Mrs.   Georgia  Car- 
rington, her  older  sisters.  Miss  Elizabeth  Carrington  and 
Miss  Sallie  Carrington,  and  her  brother,  Leigh  Carring- 
ton, class  of  '95.    They  lived  in  the  residence  now  occu- 
pied by  Mr.  P.  T.  Atkinson.    It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  this  house  was  the  property  of  Dr.  Owen's  mother 
and  that  a  few  years  ago  she  gave  it  to  the  College. 

Dr.  Owen  was  a  nephew  of  Mrs.  Portia  Morrison,  a 
first  cousin  of  Alfred  J.  Morrison  of  the  class  of  '95,  a 
man  of  brilliant  intellect.  He  was  a  grandson  of  Dr. 
John  M.  P.  Atkinson,  for  twenty-six  years  the  president 
of  Hampden-Sydney.  who  became  captain  of  the  student 
Company  which  early  joined  the  Confederate  forces.  Dr. 
Owen's  son,  John  A.  Owen,  Jr..  was  a  brilliant  student. 
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a  graduate  of  the  class  of  '48,  who  also  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Virginia  School  of  Medicine.  Another 
son,  Carrington  Owen,  entered  Hampden-Sydney  but 
after  one  session  was  called  into  the  armed  services. 

Because  of  his  great  personal  attraction,  Dr.  Owen  had 
a  host  of  friends  and  his  passing  lias  brought  sorrow 
to  many.  His  keen  sense  of  humor  and  his  drollness 
made  him  a  most  delightful  companion.  Until  his 
health  failed  him  about  ten  years  ago.  he  and  his  wife 
not  infrequently  spent  several  weeks  each  summer  at 
Hampden-Sydney  in  the  home  of  Miss  Minnie  Lacy. 

In  writing  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Owen,  the  Halifax 
newspaper  carried  the  following  fitting  tribute :  "  .  .  . 
His  was  a  life  of  service  to  his  fellowman.  With  his 
knowledge  of  the  art  of  healing,  he  was  able  to  ease  the 
pain  and  suffering  of  those  who  were  sick.  A  deeply 
religious  man,  he  also  had  a  word  of  spiritual  comfort 
in  times  of  sadness  and  sorrow.  Halifax  County  will 
not  see  his  like  again,  but  we  can  be  grateful  that  lie 
lived  and  worked  among  us,  and  he  will  long  be  re- 
membered." 


Kemper  Winsborough  Yancey 

Kemper  Winsborough  Yancey,  who  died  in  a  Rich- 
mond hospital  on  February  17,  will  be  remembered  by 
those  of  more  than  a  generation  ago.  He  coached  the 
football  team  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1910,  where  he 
was  popular  and  highly  regarded  by  the  students.  He 
had  attended  Randolph-Macon  College  and  was  a  stel- 
lar performer  on  its  football  team.  Later  he  went  to 
the  University  of  Virginia,  where  he  was  an  outstanding 
man  in  the  backfield. 

Kemper  Yancey  in  bis  college  and  university  days  was 
a  powerful  man.  a  big,  kindly  blond,  and  universally 
liked.  At  the  University  of  Virginia  he  was  a  member 
of  Phi  Kappa  Sigma,  social  fraternity,  and  also  a  mem- 
ber of  Phi  Delta  Phi,  the  legal  fraternity,  indicating 
his  high  standing  as  a  law  student.  The  University  of 
Virginia  has  always  been  famous  for  its  various  so- 
cieties, and  Kemper  Yancey  was  a  member  of  most  of 
these. 

While  he  never  lost  his  interest  in  football,  he  was 
out  of  .sympathy  with  the  way  in  which  players  were 
being  obtained  by  offering  financial  inducements.  He 
wished  to  keep  the  game  on  the  same  amateur  basis 
which  had  prevailed  when  he  played  the  game. 

Up  until  within  a  year  of  his  death  he  was  the  very 
picture  of  health,  and  in  his  death  the  football  world 
lias  lost  a  clean  follower  of  the  sport  and  a  man  of  the 
highest  integrity.

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The  Flag 

Early  each  day  that  the  college  is  in  session,  a  fresh- 
man snaps  the  United  States  flag  to  ropes  and  in  a 
moment  the  Stars  anil  Stripes  are  lying  from  the  flag- 
pole, which,  as  many  of  the  alumni  will  recall,  is  situated 
on  the  Hill  not  far  from  the  intersection  of  Via  Sacra 
and  the  main  highway  running  through  the  community. 
Late  afternoon  the  flag  comes  down.  These  events  take 
place  under  the  watchful  eye  of  Charles  Lucas,  of  Beck- 
ley,  West  Virginia,  president  of  the  sophomore  class. 

Without  bugle,  fanfare  or  public  declamation,  this 
ceremony  has  heen  carried  out  since  last  September. 
Of  aid  in  organizing  and  instructing  the  freshman  de- 
tail in  correct  procedures  is  Men  Boxley,  of  Pittsburgh. 
Pennsylvania,  a  member  of  the  Color  Guard  while  at- 
tending Greenbrier  Military  School. 

Of  course  this  flag,  a  handsome  and  bright-hued  piece 
of  bunting  measuring  4.2  by  8  feet,  is  not  the  only  one 
displayed  on  the  Hill.  Not  many  yards  away  is  the  post 
office  flag.  But  the  one  that  we  enjoy  is  our  flag.  As  for 
myself.  I  find  these  particular  colors  both  gratifying 
and  appropriate  in  the  light  of  Hampden-Sydney's  his- 
tory. 

I  recite  the  obvious  when  I  remind  you  that  the 
college  and  the  flag  were  born  at  the  same  time,  and  that 
they  were  fathered  by  the  self-same  ideal  of  liberty.  The 
founders  of  the  college  desired  that  the  students  never 
forget  its  purposes.  Note  this  sentence  drawn  from 
article  111  of  the  Charter:  ".  .  .  In  order  to  preserve  in 
the  minds  of  the  students  that  sacred  love  and  attach- 
ment which  they  should  ever  bear  to  the  principles  of 
the  present  glorious  revolution,  the  greatest  care  and 
caution  shall  be  used  in  electing  such  professors  and 
masters,  to  the  end  that  no  person  shall  be  so  elected 
unless  the  uniform  tenor  of  his  conduct  manifests  to  the 
world  his  sincere  affection  for  the  liberty  and  indepeu- 
ence  of  the  United  States  of  America.'" 

Hampden-Sydney  men  have  courageously  followed  the 
flag  in  war.  even  at  the  cost  of  life  itself.  This  we  know. 
Witness  the  names  of  her  sons  inscribed  on  memorial 
tablets.  But  bravely  to  live  as  well  as  bravely  to  die 
has  been  the  mission  of  the  men  of  Hampden-Sydney. 


And  in  these  troublous  times  when  shouts  and  cries 
confuse  us  we  might  well  gaze  on  the  flag  and  ponder 
its  symbolism. 

Yes,  1  thank  our  students  for  maintaining  a  most 
salutary  exercise. 

Parents  Organization 

Here  I  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Parents  Organ- 
ization, which,  through  canvassing  the  fathers  of  the  cur- 
rently-enrolled students,  has  made  a  contribution  of 
several  thousand  dollars,  unrestricted,  to  help  with 
present  expenses.  I  wish  I  could  show  you  some  of  the 
splendid  phrases  in  letters  received  from  parents  of  our 
students.  The  mothers  and  fathers  do  appreciate  the 
distinctive  type  of  education  offered  here  on  the  Hill. 
These  funds  will  strengthen  our  faculty  salary  scale  for 
next  year. 

Faculty  Salaries 

Because  of  the  generosity  of  alumni,  parents,  and 
many  friends,  corporate  as  well  as  individual,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  at  its  February  meeting  approved  a  faculty 
salary  schedule  for  next  year  which  means  increased 
pay  for  each  teacher  who  has  been  in  service  for  longer 
than  one  year.  This  action  represents  the  latest  in  a 
series  of  raises  initiated  during  Dr.  Gammon's  admini- 
stration. While  noting  the  contributing  groups,  we  must 
remember  the  stronger  support  of  the  churches  in  the 
Synod  of  Virginia,  as  well  as  the  continuing  and  splen- 
did aid  from  those  corporations  making  grants  through 
the  Virginia  Foundation  for  Independent  Colleges.  And 
here  I  pause  to  pay  tribute  to  the  college  presidents  who 
planned  wisely  several  years  ago  in  establishing  this 
organization.  When  searching  for  the  success-formula 
of  the  VFIC,  one  must  not  overlook  the  tireless  and  im- 
aginative efforts  of  the  amiable  Executive  Director,  Mr. 
Lea  Booth,  of  Lynchburg. 

Monthly  Faculty  and  Staff  Dinners 

From  my  personal  point  of  view  one  of  the  happiest 
innovations  of  the  year  has  been  the  monthly  dinner 
at  which  members  of  the  faculty  and  administrative 
staff  gather  for  informal  discussion.  We  have  been  meet- 
ing in  the  "small"  dining  room  downstairs,  in  Venable 
Hall,  a  division  of  the  Commons  which  has  been  re- 
decorated and  supplied  with  new  furniture. 

The  wives  were  invited  to  the  December  dinner,  a 
Christmas  party.  Scheduled  to  speak  at  the  dinner  for 
Wednesday.  March  13th,  was  Dr.  Paul  Gross,  Vice-Pres- 
ident of  Duke  University,  whose  theme  was  the  prob- 
lem of  research  in  the  small  college.

William  Barkley  Dunseth  Joins 
the  College  Staff 

William  Barkley  Dunseth,  Vice-President  for  Public 
Relations  and  Development  at  Park  College,  Parkville, 
Missouri,  has  accepted  appointment  as  Director  of  Pub- 
lic Relations  and  Development  at  Hampden-Sydney, 
beginning  July  1,  1957. 

Mr.  Dunseth  has  made  two  visits  to  the  campus  this 
winter  and  appeared  before  the  College  Board  of  Trus- 
tees in  session  at  the  College  on  February  11.  He  spoke 
to  the  group  on  the  various  phases  of  the  Development 
Program  activities  and  the  work  of  Public  Relations. 

A  native  of  McKeesport,  Pennsylvania,  Mr.  Dunseth 
received  his  early  education  in  the  McKeesport  public 
schools.  He  graduated  from  Park  College  with  a  B.  A. 
degree  in  1912,  majoring  in  Economics.  In  1917  he  re- 
ceived his  Master's  degree  in  Business  Administration, 
majoring  in  Industrial  Relations  and  Personnel  and 
minoring  in  Psychology. 

Mr.  Dunseth's  business  experience  included  two  years 
as  Shop  Clerk  at  Westinghouse  Airbrake  Corporation 
in  Wilmerding,  Pennsylvania,  and  five  years  with  Hall 
Brothers,  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  where  he  became  the 
bead  of  Everyday  Merchandising  Department. 

In  February  1952  Mr.  Dunseth  went  to  Park  College 
as  Dean  of  Men  and  Assistant  to  the  President.  From 
October  1953  he  has  been  Vice-President  for  Public  Re- 
lations and  Development  there. 

Mr.  Dunseth  married  the  former  Miss  Patricia  Sulli- 
van. They  have  two  children,  William  B.  Dunseth,  Jr., 
age  seven,  and  Katherine  B.  Dunseth,  age  four.  They 
are  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

During  World  War  II.  Mr.  Dunseth  served  in  the 
United  States  Navy,  and  since  19  19  has  been  assigned 
to  inactive  duty  at  the  Naval  Air  Station  in  Olathe, 
Kansas.  His  current  rank  is  Lieutenant  Commander. 
Foreign  travel  during  World  War  II  included  Bermuda, 
Cuba.  Canada,  Hawaii,  the  Philippines,  and  other  Pacific 
islands. 

Mr.  Dunseth  is  a  member  of  the  American  Colleges 
Public  Relations  Association,  the  American  Alumni 
Council,  the  University  Club  of  Kansas  City.  Rotary 
International,  and  the  Mariners'  Club. 


Massey  Memorial  Scholarship 
Established 

An  annual  scholarship  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  has  been  established  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Frank 
M.  Ryburn,  Jr.,  of  Lubbock,  Texas,  in  memory  of  the 
late  Dr.  James  Buckner  Massey.  professor  of  Bible  at 
Hampden-Sydney  from  1919  until  his  death  in  1952. 
The  award,  to  be  called  "The  James  Buckner  Massey 
Memorial  Scholarship,"  is  to  be  given  each  year  to  "a 
young  man  of  ability,  Christian  character,  and  economic 
need,"  starting  with  the  1957-58  session.  Ministers'  sons 
are  to  be  given  preference.  In  a  letter  to  College  Treas- 
urer P.  Tulane  Atkinson,  Dr.  Ryburn,  a  member  of  the 
class  of  1945,  spoke  of  the  reasons  which  had  prompted 
him  and  his  wife  in  this  jrenerous  action: 


"Although  we  are  living  a  long  way  from  Hamp- 
den-Sydney, I  certainly  haven't  forgotton  the  col- 
lege and  the  many  fine  friends  I  acquired  while 
there.  Since  leaving  in  1943  I  have  heen  deeply 
grateful  many  times  for  the  type  of  education  and 
associations  afforded  me  while  there.  After  leav- 
ing Hampden-Sydney  I  was  in  other  educational 
institutions,  and  in  none  other  was  the  student  life 
of  as  high  calihre.  As  each  year  passes  I  am  more 
convinced  of  the  great  importance  of  the  training 
of  college  students  in  an  atmosphere  of  strong 
Christian    influence. 

"One  of  the  finest  things  that  happened  to  me 
while  there  was  the  privilege  of  an  acquaintance 
with  Dr.  Massey  as  well  as  attending  his  classes. 
It  was  apparent  that  he  exerted,  in  his  humhle 
manner,  one  of  the  strongest  and  most  stahilizing 
influences  on  the  campus.  His  life  and  influence 
personified  the  ideals  of  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege." 

Dr.  Ryburn  received  his  medical  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  in  1948.  He  finished  his  residency 
in  Internal  Medicine  at  Baylor  University  Hospital, 
Dallas,  Texas,  in  June  1955,  and  then  moved  to  Lub- 
bock, where  he  is  associated  with  Dr.  Myron  D.  Mattison 
in  the  practice  of  cardiology  and   internal  medicine.

The  haccalaureate  sermon  will  he  preached 
to  the  graduating  class  on  June  9  by  Dr.

June  10,  is  to  be  Dr.  Goodrich 
Cook  White,  president  of  Emory  University, 
Atlanta,  Georgia,  and  one  of  the  leading  edu- 
cators of  the  country. 

All  alumni  and  friends  of  the  College  are 
cordially  invited  to  be  present  for  these  ex- 
ercises, for  the  complimentary  luncheon  on 
the  lawn  of  Venable  Hall  following  the  grad- 
uation ceremonies,  and  for  the  meeting  of 
the  General  Alumni  Association  in  Johns 
Auditorium  at  2:00  p.m.

Glee  Club  Presents  Mendelssohn's 
"Elijah"  May  11 

The  Hampden-Sydney  College  Glee  Club  will  present 
its  annual  Spring  Festival  of  Music  in  Gammon  Gym- 
nasium on  Saturday  evening.  May  11,  1957,  at  8:00 
o'clock.  The  sixty-five-voice  group  will  he  joined  by  the 
Mary  Washington  College  Glee  Club  in  a  performance 
of  Elijah,  an  oratorio  by  Felix  Mendelssohn.  The  ora- 
torio was  first  performed  on  August  2(1.  1846,  at  Birm- 
ingham, England,  under  the  composer's  direction.  It 
has  become  one  of  the  most  popular  of  all  oratories, 
keeping  company  with  such  works  as  Handel's  Messiah 
and  Haydn's  Creation.  It  is  noted  for  the  dramatic 
quality  of  its  arias  and  choruses. 

The  Glee  Club  has  enjoyed  an  unusually  successful 
season  and  plans  the  Festival  as  the  climactic  event  of 
its  spring  program.  This  will  be  the  second  time  during 
the  year  that  the  Club  has  combined  with  the  Mary 
Washington  group.  At  Christmas  the  two  choruses  pre- 
sented Handel's  Messiah  at  Mary  Washington  and  pre- 
sented the  choruses  from  that  work  in  a  concert  at 
Grace  Covenant  Presbyterian  Church  in  Richmond.  The 
Mary  Washington  singers  are  particularly  well-known 
for  the  brilliance  and  richness  of  their  tone. 

The  chorus  will  be  joined  by  four  New  York  soloists : 
Florence  Manning,  soprano;  Robert  Falk,  bass;  Delbert 
Anderson,  tenor ;  and  Elsa  Gerling,  contralto.  The  first 
theree  singers  participated  in  the  Festival  of  Music  here 
at  Hampden-Sydney  last  year.  They  have  all  distin- 
guished themselves  as  church,  oratorio,  and  concert 
singers  in  and  around  New  York  City.  All  have  made 
repeated  appearances  with  the  leading  symphony  or- 
chestras and  choral  societies  of  the  country. 

Admission  to  the  concert  will  be  one  dollar,  and 
tickets  «ill  be  on  sale  at  the  door.    An  advance  sale  will

Named  Dean  Emeritus

Dr.  David  Cooper  Wilson,  dean  of  the  College  from 
1939  until  1954,  was  named  Dean  Emeritus  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  its  February  meeting. 

Dr.  Wilson  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  as  professor  of 
Creek  in  1923,  and  has  continued  to  function  in  that 
capacity  up  to  the  present,  time.  His  fifteen  years  as 
dean  constitute  the  longest  span  of  olTice  since  that 
position  was  instituted. 

Dr.  Wilson  graduated  from  Princeton  University  with 
an  A.B.  degree  in  1904.  He  received  his  A.M.  from  the 
University  of  Michigan  in  1910.  and  his  Ph.D.  from  the 
same  institution  in  1928. 

His  portrait,  painted  by  David  Silvette,  was  presented 
to  the  College  at  the  1956  Commencement.  It  was  un- 
veiled by  his  daughter-in-law,  Mrs.  Spencer  Wilson, 
and  now  hangs  in  the  College  Library.

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Renaissance  Bible  Presented 
to  the  College  Library 

Mrs.  Eosewell  Page  of  Beaver  Dam  has  presented  the 
library  with  a  splendid  copy  of  a  Kith  century  Latin 
Bible.  The  generous  benefactor  is  the  mother  of  Mrs. 
Frank  S.  Johns  of  Richrj 1. 

The  inscription  on  the  flyleaf  reads :  "From  the 
Library  of  Thomas  Nelson  Page  and  Eosewell  Page  of 
Oakland.  Hanover  County,  Virginia.  Presented  to 
Hampden-Sydnev  College  by  Mrs.  Eosewell  Page,  Feb- 
ruary Hi,   1957." 

The  Bible,  printed  in  Lyons.  France,  in  1529  by 
Johannes  Crespin,  is  an  excellent  example  of  early 
French  typography  and  is  particularly  noteworthy  be- 
cause of  numerous  woodcuts  illustrating  various  Biblical 
scenes.  The  opening  page  contains  a  series  of  six  panels 
depicting  the  creation.  Another  full  page  illustration 
shows  the  adoration.  A  half-size  cut  introduces  the  book 
of  Proverbs  with  a  double  scene:  King  Solomon  writing 
and  King  Solomon  sleeping.  Numerous  smaller  illustra- 
tions are  scattered  throughout  the  volume. 

The  colophon,  which  appeal's  at  the  bottom  of  the  last 
page  of  the  Bible,  lias  been  tentatively  translated  as  fol- 
lows : 

Bible  with  Concordances  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments and  likewise  of  the  canon  law  and  concerning 
the  divergencies  of  text,  and  canons  of  the  gospels 
with  certain  incidents  of  the  times  placed  in  the  mar- 
gins. Very  carefully  revised,  corrected,  and  amended 
after  the  fashion  of  the  most  correct  copies  both 
ancient   and    recent,    unabridged,    collated,    and    cor- 


rected. Addeil  to  these  .-lie  examples  drawn  from 
twenty  books  of  Josephus  concerning  the  Antiquities 
and  the  War  of  the  Jews  which  Master  Johannes  De 
Ilrailibtis.  professor  of  each  law,  has  appended  in  the 
proper  places.  Printed  moreover  at  Lyons  by  Johannes 
Crespin.  The  book  is  ended  happily.  In  the  year  of 
our  salvation  1529.

Dr.  Ray  A.  Moore.  *00,  for  fifteen  years  physician  at 
Longwood  College,  has  submitted  his  resignation  effect- 
ive at  the  end  of  the  spring  session.  In  commenting  on 
his  resignation,  Longwood's  President  said,  "Dr.  .Moore 
has  rendered  an  excellent  service  to  the  College.  His 
unselfish  devotion  to  his  work,  his  friendly  disposition 
and  his  sincere  loyalty  to  Longwood  have  been  an  in- 
spiration to  all  of  us.

Practice,  Masons,  Lions  Club,  Omicron  Delta  Kappa 
leadership  society,  and  Sigma  Chi  social  fraternity.  For 
many  years  he  has  been  an  elder  in  the  College  Presby- 
terian Church. 

At  Longwood  Dr.  Moore  served  under  three  presi- 
dents. In  1356  he  received  a  certificate  from  the  Medical 
Society  of  Virginia  citing  his  fifty  years  of  service  to  the 
public  in  the  medical  profession.

Henry  Irving  Brock  Retires 
From  New  York  Times 

Henry  Irving  Brock.  '!>.'>.  who  has  been  with  the  New 
York  Times  for  nearly  fifty  years,  retired  on  April  1. 
Like  a  number  of  the  students  in  colleges  and  uni- 
versities, his  newspaper  career  had  its  origin  in  work  on 
college  publications.  Mr.  Brock  was  editor-in-chief  of 
the  Hampden-Sydney  Magazine  and  the  Kaleidoscope 
during  his  student  days. 

Mr.  Brock  taught  school  for  several  years  in  Virginia 
and  later  taught  at  Baylor's  School  in  Chattanooga,  Ten- 
nessee. While  there  he  turned  his  attention  to  newspaper 
work  on  the  Chattanooga  Times,  and  after  a  year  or  two 
went  to  New  Y/ork  where  he  joined  the  staff  of  the  New 
York  Times.  With  the  exception  of  one  or  two  years. 
he  has  been  continuously  with  the  Times  in  various 
capacities,  starting  as  a  reporter  and  then  for  a  number 
of  years  a  member  of  the  editorial  staff.  He  interrupted 
his  work  on  the  Times  for  service  in  World  War  I  for 
one  year  and  later  wrote  for  a  brief  two  year  period  for 
the  New  York  Evening  Post.  Mr.  Brock  is  the  author 
of  a  number  of  books  and  a  translation  of  the  life  of 
Richard  Wagner.

"Between  his  playing  days  here  and  his  return  in 
1929  as  assistant  coach  to  A.  A.  (Spritter)  Adkins 
[H-SC  '27].  Turley  was  a  star  end  for  Charles  A. 
(Yank)  Bernier's  [H-SC  '12]  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege teams  in  Virginia.  Hampden-Sydney  alumni  still 
point  to  the  1926  club,  on  which  Turley  performed,  as 
one  of  the  greatest  ever  to  represent  the  college. 

"On  that  team,  incidentally,  along  with  Turley  were 
three  former  Greenbrier  stars — Harry  (Hoss)  Mvles 
[H-SC  '28],  Stuart  (Speck)  AVorden  '[H-SC  '29].  and 
Forest  Sevy  [H-SC  '30]  of  South  Charleston.  That 
Hampden-Sydney  eleven  played  a  scoreless  tie  against 
a  strong  University  of  Virginia  club  to  open  the  season 
and  closed  with  0-0  games  on  successive  Saturdays 
against  the  University  of  Florida  and  Marshall  College. 

"Also  on  that  team  was  A.  A.  Adkins  of  Richmond, 
who  came  to  Greenbrier  as  head  football  coach  in  192?. 
Turley  joined  Adkins  here  in  the  fall  of  1929  and  suc- 
ceeded him  as  head  coach  in  1931  after  already  having 
established  a  lasting  tradition  of  'Turley-trained  lines'. .  . 

"Coach  Turley  keeps  in  touch  personally  with  hun- 
dreds of  his  former  players.  His  brothers  all  attended 
Greenbrier.  In  fact,  on  one  occasion,  the  late  Col.  H.  B. 
Moore  [H-SC  '02]  awarded  a  special  'diploma'  to  Tur- 
ley's  father  because  there  had  been  a  Turley  here  since 
time  immemorial — and  then  "Tite'  had  come  back  ami 
remained  as  a  coach  and  instructor. 

"For  many  years,  Turley  was  also  commandant  of 
cadets  as  well  as  instructor  in  Bible.  He  is  an  elder  in 
Old  Stone  Presbyterian  Church  and  teaches  the  Young 
Adult's  Bible  Class.  His  wife  is  the  former  Verlie 
I  lager.  Recently  the  Turleys  built  a  home  in  Lewis- 
burg's  Graham  Addition,  and  their  flowers  are  often 
blue-ribbon  winners  at  the  State  Fair. 

"Every  Greenbrier  man  who  has  played  on  a  Turley- 
coached  team  will  always  remember  with  very  real  af- 
fection the  gentleman  who  seldom  raises  his  voice,  never 
swears  or  humiliates  a  boy,  never  knowingly  uses  an  in- 
jured player,  insists  on  fundamentals  and  clean  play  at 
all  times,  likes  to  win  but  honestly  believes  the  way  you 
play  the  game  is  far  more  important  than  the  final  score. 

"The  secret  of  his  success  ?  Turley  puts  it  in  six 
words.    He  says :  'You  have  to  have  the  horses.' 

"Greenbrier  players  and  alumni  think  the  real  secret 
of  Turley's  gTeatness  as  a  preparatory  school  coach  lies 
in  the  fact  that  whether  or  not  he  'has  the  horses'  any 
given  season,  he  is  always  out  there  giving  his  best — and 
expecting  every  man  on  the  squad  to  do  no  less." 

Col.  Benjamin  concludes  his  story  with  a  note  about 
the  "Scoreless  Wonders"  of  1906. 

"In  50  years  of  football,  there  have  been  live  unde- 
feated varsity  teams  at  Greenbrier  Military  School. 
Turley  has  been  associated  with  four  of  these.  He  played 
on  the  team  of  1924,  coached  the  teams  of  1931.  1936, 
ami  1956. 

"However,  in  1906  the  late  Col.  H.  B.  Moore  himself 
played  on  'The  Scoreless  Wonders.'  The  team  played  a 
half  dozen  games,  won  the  final  game  with  a  field  goal 
in  the  final  three  minutes,  and  played  to  0-0  ties  in  all 
the  others.  Season's  point  total:  GMS  3.  Opponents  0! 
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Four  H-S  Men  Hold  Important 
Posts  in  Experiment,  Inc. 

In  a  major  reorganization  of  Experiment,  Incorpo- 
rated, research  company  of  Richmond,  Va..  four 
Eampden- Sydney  alumni  have  been  recently  appointed 
to  important  positions. 

Of  the  eight  laboratory  divisions,  three  are  headed  b\ 
Hampden-Sydney  men.  They  are  William  Newman

pointed technical  editor,  in  charge  of  coordinating  all 
technical  publications  and  research  reports  which  the 
company  furnishes  to  industrial  and  governmental 
agencies. 

The  two  Gilmers  are  sons  of  Thomas  E.  Gilmer,  '"^.'i. 
head  of  the  physics  department  at  Hampden-Sydney  and 
acting  dean.  They  are  great-grandsons  of  Thomas 
Walker  Gilmer,  who  was  governor  of  Virginia  before  the 
Civil  War  and  secretary  of  the  Navy  under  President 
Tyler. 

Thomas  Gilmer,  Jr.,  holds  a  bachelor  of  science  de- 
gree ■■film ma  cum  laude  from  Hampden-Sydney  and  a 
doctorate  of  philosophy  from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina.  He  joined  Experiments,  Inc..  in  1955  as  a 
senior  scientist. 

William  Gilmer,  in  addition  to  a  Hampden-Sydney 
B.  S.  sum  ma  <um  la,uie,  has  a  B.S.  in  Mechanical  Engi- 
neering from  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  and 
an  M.S.  from  Drexel  Institute  of  Technology.  He  joined 
Experiment,  Inc..  in  1954 ,  also  as  a  senior  scientist. 

Emery  Coles  Wilkerson  is  a  native  of  Prospect,  Prince 
Edward  County.  After  graduating  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  with  a  B.S.  cum  laude,  lie  received  his  M.S.  from 
V.P.I.  He  was  with  AVestinghouse,  North  American 
Philips  Co..  and  Ohio  State  University  before  joining 
Experiment.  Inc.,  in  1947. 

Frederic  Scott,  the  son  of  the  late  Frederic  R.  Scott, 
II,  is  a  native  of  Richmond.  His  maternal  grandfather. 
Dr.  Russell  Cecil,  was  pastor  of  Second  Presbyterian 
Church  for  25  years. 

Experiment,  Inc.,  was  organized  in  1945.  It  engages 
in  a  wide  variety  of  research  and  development  projects 
concerned  with  the  conversion  and  utilization  of  energy, 
working  under  contract  for  both  government  and  in- 
dustry. Among  other  achievements,  it  has  made  major

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W.  W.  Mackey,  '35,  Active  in 
Mental  Rehabilitation  Work 

An  interesting  staff  report  from  the  Washington  Post 
features  the  pioneer  work  of  Woodrow  W.  Mackey,  '35, 
and  associates  at  St.  Elizabeth's  Hospital  in  rehabilitat- 
ing mental  patients.  It  describes  a  woman  who  has  been 
mentally  ill  for  ten  years  but  is  now  successfully  filling 
a  clerical  position  in  the  Department  of  Health,  Edu- 
cation, and  Welfare.  Five  other  patients  in  the  same 
project  are  finding  a  new  life  in  similar  congenial  work. 
They  are  still  under  the  care  of  the  hospital,  but  as 
they  gain  confidence  and  prove  themselves  they  will 
eventually  find  employment  out  in  the  world  on  their 
own  resources.  This  epoch-making  treatment,  as  it  bids 
fair  to  be,  is  being  launched  under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Winfred  Overholser,  Superintendent  of  St.  Elizabeth's. 
The  actual  screening,  training,  and  placement  of  pa- 
tients is  in  the  capable  hands  of  Mr.  Mackey,  who  is 
an  experienced  and  skillful  clinical  psychologist.  He  is 
assigned  to  St.  Elizabeth's  Hospital  by  the  District  Office 
of  Vocational  Rehabilitation.  He  reports  that  all  of  his 
patients  now  employed  under  this  new  experimental  pro- 
gram are  doing  "exceptionally  well." 

One  stimulus  to  this  trail-blazing  program  lies  in  the 
fact  that  large  numbers  of  mental  patients  are  respond- 
ing favorably  to  the  new  drug  therapy.  Many  who  were 
formerly  troublesome  or  just  "good."  docile  patients 
have  suddenly  become  "alert  and  responsive."  They  now 
experience  a  strong  desire  to  leave  the  hospital  and  to 
return  to  normal  life.  This  wisely  conceived  program 
serves  as  a  kind  of  internship  by  which  they  will  take 
the  first,  critical,  readjustive  steps  in  an  atmosphere  of 
helpful  understanding  and  under  psychologically  com- 
petent supervision.  In  the  near  future  this  beneficial 
program  is  likely  to  expand  to  dimensions  that  may  well 
revolutionize  the  whole  field  of  rehabilitation  services 
for  mental  patients  and  handicapped  persons. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  Mr.  Mackey  served  as  Assis- 
tant Professor  of  Psychology  at  Hampden- Sydney  in  the 
session  of  1950-1951  and  left  the  College  to  enter  his 
present  work.  His  many  former  students  will  recall 
his  skill  and  enthusiasm  as  a  teacher  and  counselor  and 
will  be  glad  to  know  of  his  success  in  this  significant 
pioneer  venture  in  human  betterment.

WTLLiAii  l.  Mclaughlin,  '49 

William  L.  McLaughlin,  '49.  physicist  in  Atomic  and 
Radiation  Physics  Division  of  the  National  Bureau  of 
Standards,  is  the  author  of  a  research  study  entitled 
"X-ray  Studies  of  Photographic  Film."  This  study  has 
been  published  as  a  technical  report  of  the  National 
Bureau  of  Standards,  United  States  Department  of 
Commerce,  and  is  on  tile  in  the  College  Library. 

This  study  deals  with  data  on  the  photographic  re- 
sponse of  commercial  X-ray  films  at  unusually  high  rates 
of  exposure.  Films  of  this  kind  are  now  used  extensively 
for  measuring  X-  and  gamma  ray  exposures.  To  inter- 
pret film  densities  in  terms  of  exposure,  however,  a 
knowledge  of  film  characteristics  as  determined  under 
controlled  laboratory  conditions  is  required.  By  adding 
to  this  knowledge,  the  present  study  should  help  increase 
the  reliability  of  such  interpretations. 

Mr.  McLaughlin  graduated  summa  rum  laude  in  In- 
class  and  the  following  year  received  a  Rotary  Foun- 
dation International  Fellowship  for  study  at  LTniversitat 
Tubingen  in  Germany.  He  joined  the  staff  of  the 
National  Bureau  of  Standards  in  1951.  From  1954  to 
1956  he  was  on  military  leave  ami  worked  on  problems 
of  film  dosimetering  at  the  Evans  Signal  Laboratory  in 
New  Jersey.  Mr.  McLaughlin  is  the  author  of  several 
papers  in  his  field.  As  a  member  of  the  Radiological 
Equipment  Section  he  is  currently  working  on  the  re- 
sponse of  photographic  films  to  ionizing  radiation. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  McLaughlin  live  at  3405  Dent  Place. 
X.  W..  in  Washington.  D.  C.  They  have  one  child.  Mr. 
McLaughlin  is  a  great  nephew  of  Mrs.  James  Buckner

Books  By  Alumni 

THEOUGH  TEOUBLED  WATEES.  By  William  II. 

Armstrong,  '36,  Harper  &  Brothers,  New  York,   195?. 
$2.00. 

Rarely  has  a  book  which  deals  with  the  deepening  of 
spiritual  experience  through  encounter  with  sorrow  been 
written  with  such  poetic  beauty  and  poignancy  of  feel- 


ing. Suddenly,  and  in  the  midst  of  an  illness  of  his 
own,  the  author's  wife  and  the  mother  of  his  children 
was  taken  by  death.  As  she  left  home  to  go  to  the  in- 
firmary, her  last  words  were:  "I'll  see  you  in  the  morn- 
ing." An  hour  later  the  minister  brought  the  sad  news 
of  her  passing.  "In  the  semidarkness,  silhouetted  by  the 
dim  light  that  came  from  the  end  of  the  hall,  stood  a 
man  of  Cod.  Here  stood  a  man  whose  life  was  conse- 
crated to  bringing  good  news  to  the  world.  The  Hood 
tide  whirled  in  silence.  I  was  passing  'through  tin- 
waters.'  Ami  in  this  darkness  the  man  of  God  would 
have  taken  my  place  in  the  torrent.  Above  the  gurgling 
swallow  of  the  slipping  of  my  world  into  these  thickened 
waters,  his  voice  rose,  calmly  and  strong,  as  he  prayed, 
'Ami  let  thy  light  eternal  shine  forever  upon  her.'  In 
the  darkness  he  could  see  a  light  above  the  levee,  a  Watch- 
man with  a  lantern  in  his  hand,  a  star  in  the  fingers  of 
God.  'And  through  the  rivers,  they  shall  not  overflow 
thee.'  " 

In  tin'  months  that  followed,  the  darkness  deepened  as 
the  author  wrestled  with  his  own  grief  and  sought  to 
bring  comfort  to  his  three  children  as  day  after  day  they 
li  oked  in  vain  for  the  gracious  presence  who  would 
never  return.  They  too  were  "pulled  into  the  turbulent 
waters."  There  are  unforgettable  scenes  of  the  children's 
wordless  grieving.  Then  step  by  step,  the  healing  touch 
of  fond  memories,  the  sharing  of  small  responsibilities 
in  the  home,  and  the  kindly  ministries  of  a  Christian 
community  brought  solace  and  the  deepening  of  faith. 
Thus  the  little  family  found  peace  and  a  new  heart  for 
the  wonder  of  life  even  after  desolation.  The  light  of 
Christian  immortality  glows  steadfastly.  The  author 
memorably  concludes:  "Beyond  the  bounds  of  space  and 
time,  but  within  the  bounds  of  children's  certain  dreams, 
the  Shepherd  stands  watch  'beside  the  still  waters.'  " 

This  deeply  moving  book  has  been  placed  on  the 
Protestant  Lenten  Reading  List  of  the  National  Coun- 
cil of  Churches.  One  of  the  early  reviewers.  Dr.  Chad 
Walsh,  has  said  of  it:  "The  writing  is  outstanding,  and 
all  in  all  it  is  the  sort  of  book  that  I  will  want  to  reread  ; 
its  meaning  is  not  confined  to  those  who  have  recently 
suffered  a  bereavement.  Indeed,  one  of  the  strongest 
things  I  get  from  it  is  the  sense  of  the  splendor  of 
everyday  life  and  its  inexhaustible  depths  as  well  as 
the  eternal   splendor  that   lies  beyond." 

Alumni  readers  will  remember  that  the  author  has 
been  a  teacher  for  fifteen  years  at  Kent  School,  Con- 
necticut, that  he  has  written  a  previous  book  of  approved 
merit  called  Study  is  Hard,  and  that  he  is  a  graduate  of 
the  Class  of  1936.

Dr.  Barger  says:  "My  talk  on  the 
Barger  Mirror  Technique  as  a  solution  for  mixed  lateral 
dominance  associated  with  poor  reading  ability  seemed  to  go 
over  well,  as  some  of  the  audience  held  me  until  the  afternoon 
session  began  coming  in.  I  received  some  invitations  to  speak 
up-state  and  out-of-state  later.  I  used  tape-recordings  to  dem- 
onstrate my  points,  and  hearing  the  pupil  before  and  after 
seemed  impressive.

1955,  in  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  at  the  age  of  forty-one.  His  death  was  attri- 
buted to  a  heart  attack.

Mr.  Nixon  had  moved  to  Richmond  just  prior  to  his  sudden 
death.  He  had  assumed  a  position  as  assistant  director  in  the 
Richmond  office  of  the  State  Division  of  War  Veterans  Claims.

Hampden-Sydney  Basketball 
1956-57 

The  Hampden-Sydney  Tigers,  while  disappointingly 
failing  to  better  their  last  year's  mark,  still  managed  to 
finish  the  season  with  a  creditable  14-12  mark  in  regular 
season  play  and  retire  I'm-  the  year  with  the  promise  (if 
an  even  more  successful  season  next  year.  The  Miller- 
men's  record,  although  marred  with  several  disastrous 
losses,  was  greatly  enhanced  by  wins  over  much  favored 
quintets,  notably  Mt.  St.  Marys  and  Roanoke,  the  win- 
ners of  the  Mason-Dixon  and  Little  Eight  Conferences 
respectively. 

Returning  to  the  Tigers'  roster  this  year  were  6'6" 
center  Russ  Holcomb,  forwards  Warren  Carter.  Horsley 
Putt,  and  Ted  Shepherd,  and  guard  and  eo-eaptain 
Doug  Joyce.  Returning  in  a  reserve  capacity  were  guard 
Bobby  Humphreys  and  forward  Tom  Fennel.  The  fresh- 
man crop  of  cagers  was  exceedingly  bright  this  season, 
what  with  the  addition  of  three  guards— Leon  Hawker. 
Vernelle  Martin,  and  Buck  Dodson — and  one  center — 
(i';"  Gil  Sayres.  Of  these  four  Hawker  won  a  first  string- 
berth,  while  Martin  and  Sayres  saw  extensive  duty.  Dur- 
ing regular  season  play  Hawker  averaged  over  17  points 
per  game,  and  this  fact,  along  with  his  excellent  ball- 
handling  ability  and  line  defensive  play,  won  him  first 
line  positions  on  both  the  Mason-Dixon  and  Little  Eight 
All-Star  aggregations.  Incidentally,  he  was  the  only 
representative  from  the  southern  division  of  the  Mason- 
Dixon  Conference  to  receive  a  slot  on  this  live,  which  in 
itself  is  quite  an  accomplishment   for  a    freshman. 

The  Bengals  started  and  ended  their  regular  season 
play  slowly,  but  in  the  upsets  they  registered  proved 
Themselves  to  be  one  of  the  toughest  teams  in  the  area 
to  beat  when  they  were  hot.  Their  opening  encounter 
was  on  November  29,  when  they  traveled  to  R.P.I,  ami 
easily  rolled  over  the  Green  Devils.  Still  on  the  road, 
the  Tigers  journeyed  to  Williamsburg,  where  they  lost 
to  William  and  Mary,  a  Southern  Conference  foe.  by 
the  score  of  98-88,  in  a  game  which  was  decided  by  foul 
shots,  with  the  Indians  garnering  19  points  from  the 
foul  circle.  The  Millermen  dropped  two  out  of  their 
next  three  encounters,  winning  over  Medical  College 
of  Va.,  but  losing  to  Washington  &  Lee.  as  was  to  be 
expected,  and  being  upset  by  Lynchburg  College,  which 
had  much  to  do  with  the  Bengals  poor  showing  later 
in  the  season  in  Little  Eight  play.  In  their  next  outing, 
the  H-S  cagers  rolled  over  a  surprisingly  strong  quintet 
from  Norfolk  Division  of  W  &  M. 

With  the  rest  of  the  school  out  for  Christmas  vacation, 
the  Bengals  played  in  two  Christmas  Invitational  tour- 
neys, one  at  Quantico.  where  they  defeated  Tampa  in 
first  round  play,  and  then  went  on  to  lose  to  highly 
favored  Quantico  and  Belmont  Abbey  in  the  semi-final 
and  consolation  rounds.  After  this,  the  Tigers  traveled 
to  Roanoke  on  December  21.  where  they  defeated  Lynch- 
burg and  Randolph-Macon  to  win  the  Little  Eight 
Christmas  Tournament. 

Still  hot,  the  Death  Valley  quintet  went  on  to  win 
four  straight  games  over  R.P.L.  Randolph-Macon,  Mt. 
St.  Marys,  and  the  Virginia  Military  Institute.  In  the 
Mt.  St.  Marvs  contest   the  Tigers  turned   in   what  was 


probably  their  greatest  performance  of  the  season,  beat- 
ing the  Mounties,  with  their  highly-touted  All-America 
candidate.  Jack  Sullivan,  by  the  decisive  margin  of  73- 
63.  Incidentally,  this  contest  marked  the  last  defeat 
suffered  by  the  Mounties  this  year. 

The  next  two  encounters  were  the  Bengal's  last  two 
before  the  mid-term  exam  break,  and  the  Tigers  could 
accomplish  no  more  than  a  split  with  Roanoke  College 
and  Bridgewater.  Against  Roanoke  we  could  only  man- 
age to  gather  :'>■!  point-  in  i of  our  coldest  perform- 
ances of  the  season,  as  we  lost  to  the  Maroons  by  the  lop- 
sided score  of  54-33. 

Coach  Miller  and  his  charges  hit  their  roughest  part 
of  the  season  after  a  two  week  exam  layoff,  as  they 
dropped  five  out  of  their  next  six  contests.  The  only 
win  of  this  period  was  a  revenge  victory  over  Lynchburg 
College.  During  these  two  weeks,  the  Bengals  lost  to 
Elon  College  twice.  American  V.,  Loyola,  and  the  Mc- 
Creary  Eagles. 

In  their  remaining  four  games  of  the  season,  the 
Tigers  gained  a  split,  beating  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity and  Roanoke  College,  and  losing  to  lowly  Bridge- 
water  and  Norfolk   Division. 

For  their  regular  season  play,  the  Bengals  wound  up 
with  a  six  won.  six  lost  record  in  the  Mason-Dixon  Con- 
ference, and  an  eight  and  five  record  in  the  Little  Eight. 

Due  to  their  loss  one  point  loss  to  Randolph-Macon 
in  the  last  game  of  the  season,  the  Tigers  were  virtually 
discounted  from  a  berth  in  the  Mason  Dixon  Tourna- 
ment, hut  upsets  suffered  by  both  Lynchburg  and  Ran- 
dolph-Macon the  following  night  knocked  both  of  these 
quintets  out  of  the  running  and  gave  the  Bengals  a 
berth. 

All  in  all.  the  Tigers'  season  was  far  better  than  their 
record  might  indicate,  as  they  played  the  toughest 
schedule  of  anyone  in  the  Southern  Division  of  the  ill). 
meeting  five  out  of  the  top  six  teams  in  the  conference. 

Hampden-Sydney  loses  three  seniors,  all  of  whom  are 
starters,  from  their  1  !).">(>-•">;  ball  club.  Appearing  for 
the  last  time  in  the  red  'n  gray  this  season,  were  center 
Russ  Holcomb,  Guard  Doug  Joyce,  and  forward  Warren 
Carter.  Joyce  and  Holcomb  ran  a  close  second  and  third 
in  the  team  scoring  race.  The  prospects  for  the  coming 
year  appear  bright,  however,  with  the  return  of  Leon 
Hawker.  Horsley  Putt.  Vernelle  Martin,  Gil  Sayres, 
Ted  Shepherd,  and  Bob  Humphreys.

H-S  Diploma  of  Latane, 

Confederate  Hero,  Comes 

to  College 

In  1955  the  College  Library  received  the  gift  of  a 
handsome  steel  engraving,  "The  Burial  of  Latane,"  from 
Mr.  A.  Reid  Venable,  '90,  of  Richmond.  It  was  grate- 
fully acknowledged  and  can  be  seen  in  the  Library. 

This  picture  is  by  AVilliam  Dandridge  Washington, 
holding  in  unchanged  pose,  for  all  time,  the  group  of 
noble  women,  "the  little  child,"  and  "the  faithful  slave" 
immortalized  in  the  beautiful  poem  of  "the  chief  singer 
of  the  South,"  John  R.  Thompson.  It  is  the  touching 
story  of  the  death  of  young  Captain  William  Latane  of 
the  Essex  Cavalry,  the  sole  casualty  in  J.  E.  B.  Stuart's 
brilliant  Pamunkey  Raid  around  McClellan's  rear  before 
Richmond  in  1862.  Tennyson  warmly  praised  this  poem 
in  an  autograph  letter  and  stern  critics  have  pronounced 
it  the  most  beautiful  and  classical  poem  of  the  War 
Between  the  States. 

The  story  of  the  picture  and  of  the  poem  is  as  follows : 

Lieutenant  John  Latane  carried  his  brother's  dead 
body  to  AA'estwood.  the  plantation  of  Mrs.  William 
Spencer  Brockenbough  in  Hanover  County,  Virginia, 
an  hour  or  two  after  his  death.  On  this  sad  and  lonely 
errand  he  met  a  party  of  the  enemy.  They  followed  him 
to  the  yard  gate  of  AVestwood.  and  stopping  there  told 
him  that  as  soon  as  he  had  delivered  the  dead  body  into 
friendly  hands,  he  must  surrender  himself  a  prisoner. 
Mrs.  Brockenbough  received  the  dead  soldier  and  had  a 
grave  dug  by  her  slaves  in  her  garden.  She  sent  for  an 
Episcopal  clergyman  who  came,  hut  the  enemy  would  not 
let  him  pass,  so  with  seme  other  ladies,  a  fair  haired 
little  girl,  her  apron  full  of  white  roses  to  strew  on  his 
bier,  and   the    few   faithful  slaves,  who  st 1    reverently 
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near,  this  pious  Virginia  matron  read  the  beautiful  and 
solemn  Episcopal  burial  services  over  the  still  form  of 
one  of  the  noblest  gentlemen  and  most  intrepid  officers 
in  the  Confederate  Army.  She  watched  the  sods  fall 
on  the  coffin  lid  and  when  they  were  heaped  upon  it,  she 
fell  on  her  knees  in  sight  of  the  foe,  and  committed  his 
soul  and  the  stricken  hearts  he  left  behind  him  to  the 
mercy  of  God.  The  lady  in  the  picture  with  the  open 
book  is  Mrs.  Brockenbougli.  the  little  girl  beside  her  is 
her  only  child.  Judeth  White  Brockenbougli,  who  died 
in  childhood  a  few  years  alter  this  scene.  The  lady  in 
black  is  Mrs.  Captain  Willoughby  Newton,  and  her 
daughters  are  beside  her.  The  other  two  ladies  are  the 
Misses  Dabney.  nieces  of  Mrs.  Newton. 

The  above  information  is  the  background  (if  the  sur- 
prising and  interesting  fact  recently  brought  to  light 
that  the  Captain  William  Latane.  the  only  casualty  of 
the  Stuart  raid,  was  a  graduate  of  the  School  of  Medicine 
of  Hampden-Syduey  College,  now  the  .Medical  College 
of  Virginia  in  Richmond.  In  October  last  Thomas 
Latane  Toone.  '32.  of  Richmond  presented  to  the  Col- 
lege a  medical  diploma  issued  from  Bampden-Sydney 
College  in  1853  to  Dr.  William  Latane.  The  latter  is 
the  individual  being  buried  in  tile  "Burial  of  Latane." 
and  was  Mr.  Toone's  great-great-uncle.  The  diploma 
had  been  given  to  Mr.  Toone  by  his  mother,  Mrs.  E.  C. 
Toone.  as  a  present  upon  his  graduation  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  1932.  but  Mrs.  Toone  had  kept  it  in  her 
possession.  William  R.  Gardner,  '21.  brought  the  diploma 
to  the  campus  on  Homecoming  Day.  1956. 

All  correspondence  relative  to  the  presentation  of  the 
diploma  was  carried  on  between  Dr.  Elam  C.  Toone. 
'29,  ami  Paul  Tulane  Atkinson.  '07.  treasurer  of  the 
College.  In  a  recent  conversation  with  A.  E.  Dillard,  '33, 
Mr.  Atkinson  sought  to  ascertain  whether  the  events 
surrounding  the  painting  were  traditional  or  historical. 
In  support  of  history.  Mr.  Dillard  writes:  "In  Volume 
I  of  Lee's  Lieutenants,  Dr.  Freeman,  in  the  account  of 
Stuart's  ride  around  McClellan,  tells  of  the  death  of 
Latane  near  Old  Church.  In  Robert  Selph  Henry's 
Story  of  the  Confederacy  it  states  that  only  one  man 
was  killed  in  this  exploit." 

On  March  4,  195?,  Mrs.  II.  Gregory  Spencer.  Jr.,  of 
Richmond,  sent  to  the  Library  a  typed  account  of  the 
picture  itself  and  a  copy  of  Thompson's  poem  attached. 
She  also  enclosed  a  photostatic  copy  of  this  material 
which  could  easily  be  framed  and  kept  with  the  picture 
for  reference  and  study.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
Mrs.  Spencer  visited  the  Library  just  before  the  Christ- 
mas vacation,  and  noticed  the  picture.  She  had  come 
to  the  campus  to  bring  some  young  people  from  Rich- 
mond to  the  College  Guidance  Center. 

The  College  is  indeed  grateful  to  Thomas  Latane 
Toone  and  to  Mrs.  E.  C.  Toone  for  their  part  in  bring- 
ing this  diploma  to  light  and  presenting  it  to  the  Col- 
lege. We  are  grateful,  too,  to  Dr.  Elam  C.  Toone,  Jr.. 
William  R.  Gardner,  and  A.  E.  Dillard  for  their  assist- 
ance. Nor  should  we  forget  Mr.  Atkinson's  faithful  cor- 
respondence, interest,  and  research  in  accumulating  these 
facts.  It  should  be  noted  also  that  Mr.  Atkinson  had 
access  to  the  results  of  the  late  Dr.  Joseph  D.  Eggleston's 
research  concerning  the  identity  of  the  people  repre- 
sented in  the  engraving.

Hampden-Sydney  on  Wheels 

.1  recent  issue  of  the  Farmville  Herald  tarried  the 
following  editorial,  "America  on  Wheels"  in  which  the 
editor.  ./.  Barrye  Wall,  'iu,  mused  on  the  changes  in 
modes  of  locomotion  during  the  past  decades: 

America  is  on  wheels.  From  the  youngest  to  the  oldest, 
everybody    is   on   wheels. 

We  were  struck  with  this  fact  while  riding  through 
the  country  recently.  We  saw  no  one  walking.  Most  of 
the  cars  we  noticed  were  the  newer  models.  Everybody 
was  riding.  Arriving  in  Farmville,  the  tiny  tots  were 
on  roller  skates,  some  on  two  skates,  several  on  one 
skate.  Everything  is  on  wheels  from  the  youngsters  to 
the  oldsters. 

At  Hampden-Sydney  College,  at  least  50  cars  were 
parked  on  the  campus.  [This  must  have  been  on  a  Sun- 
day afternoon.  The  number  of  student  cars  registered 
at  the  College  runs  from  135  to  1511. — Ed.]  In  memory 
we  went  back  about  35  years,  when  there  were  but  one 
or  two  cars  that  plied  between  Farmville  and  the  Col- 
lege, and  these  were  for  hire.  A  bare  four  years  prior 
to  that  almost  all  transportation  was  by  foot  or  horse- 
drawn  vehicles,  with  Duncan's  hack  the  principal  ve- 
hicle of  transportation  and  mail.  Now  the  students 
whisk  to  Farmville  in  a  bare  ten  minutes.  In  those  days 
they  walked  to  Farmville.  in — well,  one  hour  and  ten 
minutes,  was  the  record.  By  bicycle  it  could  be  made  in 
half  that  time.  As  a  general  rule  the  cyclist  went  to 
Farmville  by  the  back  road  so  that  he  could  coast  about 
three  miles  from  the  beginning  of  the  macadam  road 
(one  of  the  first  built  in  Virginia  )  near  the  present  farm 
of  Mr.  Bondurant,  to  Buffalo  river  bridge.  Returning, 
the  route  was  over  the  Route  15  to  Kingsville.  to  college. 
This  was  on  the  ridge  all  the  way  with  no  steep  hills. 

Stokes  Brown,  an  institution  at  Hampden-Sydney  in 
those  days,  kept  buggies  for  hire,  and  also  one  carriage. 
As  memory  goes,  some  of  the  happiest  times  were  those 
on  the  return  to  College  on  a  Sunday  night,  as  the 
double  team  jogged  along  the  road,  and  the  harvest 
moon  looked  down  on  seven  or  eight  happy  college  boys 
harmonizing  the  old  and  beautiful  songs  of  the  day. 
"When  You  Wore  a  Tulip,"  "Let  Me  Call  You  Sweet- 
heart,'" and  of  course,  "Sweet  Adeline''  and  many  others. 
Life  was  not  as  hurried  in  those  days. 

One  of  the  chief  pleasures  was  walking.  Incidentally, 
most  walks  in  the  fall  led  past  or  into  some  neighboring 
apple  orchard,  and  on  occasions  to  strawberry  patches  in 
the  spring.  No  romantic  spot  has  ever  been  found  to 
surpass  the  famed  "Slippery  Rock''  on  Buffalo  creek 
south  of  the  campus. 

There  were  walking  clubs ;  the  members  arranged 
trips  on  the  weekends  to  some  nearby  point  of  interest. 
The  longest  we  can  recall  was  to  Willis  Mountain  and 
return. 

Xow  everyone  in  on  wheels  instead  of  heels.  It  may 
be  better  this  way.  but  in  memory  it  was  very  pleasant 
40  years  ago. 
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Incidents  in  the  Life  of  Dr.  Hoge 

Dr.  Moses  Drury  Hoge,  of  Richmond,  graduate  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College  in  the  class  of  1839,  and  Dr. 
Benjamin  M.  Palmer,  of  New  Orleans,  take  rank  as  the 
greatest  pulpiteers  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  South. 
Each  has  been  fortunate  in  his  biographer,  the  sparkling 
Life  of  Dr.  Hoge  having  been  written  by  his  nephew. 
Dr.  Peyton  Harrison  Hoge,  '76,  and  the  massive  and 
equally  interesting  Life  of  Dr.  Palmer  by  Dr.  Thomas 
Cary  Johnson,  '82.  Dr.  Hoge's  biography  abounds  in 
paragraphs  on  Prince  Edward  and  the  College  with 
which  Dr.  Hoge's  grandfathers.  Dr.  Moses  Huge  and  Dr. 
Drury  Lacy,  had  been  so  closely  and  prominently  asso- 
ciated. A  characteristic  footnote  appears  on  page  22, 
pari  of  a  letter  from  the  younger  Hoge.  He  is  speaking 
of  Court  Day  at  Prime  Edward  Court  House,  a  mile 
from  I  [ampden-Sydney : 

When  all  the  people  came  together  on  court  day  to 
discuss  social,  business,  and  political  affairs,  the  re- 
sult was  a  general  diffusion  of  information  about 
things  worth  knowing,  that  was  in  itself  an  education, 
and.  better  still,  the  creation  of  a  kindly,  neighborly, 
and  friendly  feeling  that  made  them  homogeneous,  and 
contributed  something  to  refinement  of  character.  You 
probably  never  heard  that  when  my  venerable  grand- 
father. Dr.  Moses  Hoge,  was  president  of  Hampden- 
Sydney-College,  be  gave  the  students  holiday  on  every 
court   dav,   because,  he   said,  they  could   learn   more 

fr John    Randolph  and   others  who  addressed  the 

citizens  from  the  hustings  than  they  could  learn  from 
their  text  books. 

Dr.    Moses   Drury   Hoge,   born   at  Hampden-Sydney, 

not  only  graduated  from  the  College.  He  was  honored 
by  it  with  the  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  and  Doctor 
of  Laws  and  served  on  its  Board  of  Trustees  from  1852 
to  his  death  in  1899.  His  one  pastorate  was  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church.  Eichmond,  which  he  founded  in 
is  t5  and  of  which  he  was  pastor  for  fifty-four  years. 

But  to  the  incidents.  The  first  happened  back  in  the 
days  of  Dr.  Green,  president  of  Hampden-Sydney  from 
ISIS  to  1S.J0.  Dr.  Hoge,  as  was  his  custom,  occupied 
a  seat  on  the  platform  on  Commencement  Day.  Dr. 
Green  was  trying  to  deliver  his  address  to  the  graduating 
class.  But  the  audience,  bent  on  talking,  was  not  to  he 
silenced,  and  Dr.  Green  was  on  the  point  id'  giving  up 
when  he  turned  to  Dr.  Hoge  ami  asked  if  he  could  sug- 
gest a  way  to  get  the  situation  in  hand.  Dr.  Hoge  re- 
plied quickly,  "Yes,  if  you'll  leave  the  whole  thing  to 
me."  something  Dr.  Green  was  only  too  ready  to  do. 
Walking  briskly  to  the  front  of  the  platform.  Dr.  Hoge 
electrified  the  audience  by  saying:  "  J  am  ashamed  to 
have  been  born  in  Prince  Edward  County.  In  all  my 
connection  with  this  college  I  have  never  witnessed  such 
inattention  anil  disrespect  as  has  been  shown  to  these 
young  men  today.  1  wish  only  to  say  that  we  intend  In 
complete  these  exercises  with  perfect  order,  and  I  give 
you  warning,  if  there  is  further  evidence  of  this  disturb- 
ance, that  these  young  men  will  be  taken  to  another 
building,  where  the  exercises  will  be  completed,  and 
where  not  one  of  you  shall  be  allowed  to  enter."  Dr. 
Hoge  related  that  you  could  have  beard  a  pin  drop  dur- 
ing the  remainder  of  the  exercises,  so  respectful  was  the 
attention  of  the  audience,  .lust  before  the  benediction 
Dr.  Hoge  stepped  to  the  front  and  said  with  inimitable 


tact.  "Ladies  and  gentlemen,  let  me  detain  you  long- 
enough  to  thank  you,  on  behalf  of  these  young  gentle- 
men and  myself,  for  the  perfect  and  cordial  attention 
you  have  given  them.  I  am  proud  to  have  been  horn  in 
Prince  Edward  County." 

The  second  incident  took  place  in  Richmond,  at  the 
dedication  of  the  Hoge  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church 
in  February,  1807.  Hymns  had  been  sung  and  the 
Scripture  read  when  Mr.  John  S.  Munee,  a  leading  fig- 
ure in  the  religious  and  financial  life  of  Richmond,  was 
introduced  for  the  historical  address.  It  won  and  held 
the  attention  of  the  congregation — that  is.  with  the  ex- 
ception of  three  youngsters  who  were  having  their  fun 
in  the  front  row  of  seats  in  the  gallery.  Their  talking 
was  a  nuisance,  but  the  deacons  couldn't  reach  them.  We 
saw  that  Dr.  Hoge  was  much  annoyed.  He  rose  and  after 
a  moment  of  silence  began:  "I  noticed  while  Mr.  Munce 
was  speaking  that  some  persons  in  the  church  were  talk- 
ing in  such  a  manner  as  to  distract  the  attention  of 
others.  Now  I  want  it  clearly  understood  that  no  talk- 
ing ever  disturbs  me,  but  it  does  disturb  those  near  you 
who  may  he  trying  to  listen.  Now,"  lifting  his  eyes  to 
the  gallery  and  fixing  them  upon  the  young  offenders, 
"if  you  little  boys  up  there  should  hear  any  gentlemen 
near  you  talking,  just  go  over  and  tell  them  that  it 
isn't  good  manners  to  interrupt  another  when  he  is 
speaking."  The  wise  rebuke,  it  is  needless  to  add.  was 
instantly  effective.  The  dullest  boy  in  that  congregation 
could  see  the  point,  and  many,  no  doubt,  permanently 
profited  by  it. 

It  was  my  good  fortune  to  be  a  member  id'  Dr  Hoge's 
church  the  last  three  years  of  his  life  and  to  live  through 
that  time  in  the  home  of  Dr.  James  Power  Smith,  one  of 
his  closest  friends.  I  wish  my  readers  could  have  heard 
Dr.  Hoge  tell  of  hearing  Spurgeon,  whose  voice,  he  said. 
was  "like  mellow  thunder,"  or  of  his  once  hearing  Tal- 
mage,  another  great  preacher  of  the  day,  recite  the  hymn. 
"Whiter  Than  Snow."  with  such  beauty  and  richness  of 
expression  that  "the  closing  line  rang  in  my  thoughts 
for  days."  I  wish.  too.  that  I  could  share  the  picture  of 
him  on  a  crisp  October  night  as  he  stood  before  the 
genial  blaze  buttoning  his  great  coat  around  his  spare 
form  and  pausing,  before  saying  goodbye,  to  tell  of  a 
friend  "who  complimented  the  gait  of  my  young  mare. 
Lucile."  "My  twenty-four  year  old  filly,"  he  added, 
with  a  twinkle  of  humor  in  the  kindly  eyes. 

How  Dr.  Hoge  ran  the  blockade  and  secured  many 
thousands  of  Testaments  for  the  Confederate  soldiers 
makes  a  thrilling  chapter  in  the  history  of  this  distin- 
guished graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney*.  But  read  Moses 
Drury  Hoge:  Life  and  Letters  (  1899)  and  find  yourself 
intrigued  by  the  life  story  of  one  of  the  most  eminent 
and  colorful  and  influential  leaders  of  our  time.

LATE  INTELLIGENCE 
Mcllwaine  Hall  Burns  Down 

The  pictures  on  our  cover  and  on  page  !)  are  no 
longer  up  to  date,  in  that  on  the  night  of  March  28-29 
Mcllwaine    Hall    (once   Memorial    Hall)    burned   down. 
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The  flames,  discovered  shortly  before  midnight,  ap- 
parently started  in  the  top  story,  and  worked  their  way 
down  despite  the  skillful  efforts  of  the  Farmville  Fire 
Department. 

The  sturdy  walls  for  the  most  part  remained  standing 
during  the  holocaust,  but  as  The  Record  went  to  press 
the  next  day  were  being  razed  for  safety's  sake.  The 
loss  was  partly  covered  by  insurance.  However,  insur- 
ance could  avail  nothing  to  assuage  the  sentimental  loss 
of  a  building  where,  since  1891,  generations  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  students  had  attended  classes  and  chapel  until 
fairly  recent  times;  and  where  such  teachers  as  Whiting, 
Brock,  Blair,  Watkins.  Sydnor,  Massey.  McWhorter, 
Winston,  Thornton,  and  others  had  done  their  great 
work. 

A  part  of  Mcllwaine  Hall  was  being  used  by  the  Col- 
lege's maintenance  department.  Otherwise  the  building 
has  been  unused  for  several  years.  The  last  college  group 
to  abandon  it  was  the  Union-Philanthropic  Society, 
which  moved  from  the  once  luxurious  literary  society 
quarters  on  the  third  floor  a  few  years  ago. 


ger  as  the  speaker  for  the  occasion.  A  banquet  and  in- 
itiation were  to  follow.

He  is  school  psychiatrist  in  the  Bureau  of  Child  Guid- 
ance of  the  Board  of  Education  in  New  York  City,  and 
is  a  fellow  of  the  American  Academy  of  Child  Psy- 
chiatry. 

Mr.  Bagwell,  one  of  Hampden-Sydney's  most  loyal 
alumni,  is  a  prominent  attorney.  He  received  his  LL.B. 
from  the  University  of  Detroit.  During  his  under-grad- 
uate  days  at  Hampden-Sydney.  he  was  active  in  for- 
ensies.
